TH E EV O L IT IO N OF LIGHT 


The progress of artificial lighting from the first incandescent lamp to 
the suprem e degree of efficiency and usefulness attained by electric light­ 
ing today, will be celebrated throughout the civilized world in October of 
this year by L ight’s Golden Jubilee, m arking the fiftieth anniversary 
ot 
Thom as A. Edison’s invention of th e first practical incandescent lamp. 


We have become so used to improved artificial lighting, and its appli­ 
cation to so m any phases of our com plicated lite, such as decorative light­ 
ing for the hom e and com m ercial use, motion pictures, t rallie signals, and so 
forth, that we may well pause to consider this phenom enon in its historical 
aspect. 
The need for artificial lighting has alw ays been present 
on 
the 
earth and w as first met sim ply by 
the torch. 
Prom etheus, the m ythical 
bringer of light and fire to mankind, has been regarded as m an’s first bene­ 
factor. 
A s early as 2000 B. C., tho stone lamp had appeared, 
then came 
the m etal lamp, the oil lamp, the candle, and from the 
beginning of 
the 
nineteenth centurv, the im provem ents cam e thick 
and fa st; 
camphene, 
kerosene, gas, and the gas mantle. 
But in 1879. Edison, working in Menlo 
Park, com pleted his invention of the first practical incandescent lamp, and 
from that tim e dates artificial lighting as we understand the word today. 


At what a tiny cost we can today get suprem ely good light, in compar­ 
ison w ith the cost of light of the sam e brightness by m ethods form erly em ­ 
ployed. 
Let us suppose that we lighted one room by 
a 
100-watt 
Mazda 
lamp for WO hours, which is about the average burning per lamp per year. 
The cost would be $2.20. Now let us take another room o f the same bright­ 
ness using the original incandescent lamp. 
The cost would be $2 0 .0 2 . 
It 
we w ent still further back in our lighting m ethods, and used candles, 
re­ 
placing them constantly as they got burned down, and keeping a room ot 
the sam e size to the sam e brightness for the sam e length ot tim e, the cost 
would he $450. 
These figures tell, in a nutshell, the story of the greatness 
of Edison’s gift to the world of light, and the fifty years o f 
development 
which are incorporated in the electric lamp of today. 
The extent to which artificial lighting is used has grown enormously, 
with the developm ent o f our ever more com plicated and highly organized 
industrial and social life. 
At first home and street lighting were the mam 
uses; today w e have lighting for the home, tor decorative purposes, 
for 
signs and advertising, for railway and street signals, for autom obiles tor 
aircraft, for the motion picture industy, for artificial daylight in m erchan­ 
dising, for northern skylights for artists, for floodlghting. 


To focus the attention of the entire world on lighting, and on the spec­ 
ific contribution of Thom as A. Eison and his incandescent bulb to our m an­ 
ifold civilizaton today, L ight’s ( ’.olden Jubilee has been planned. 
It will 
be fittingly celebrated bv a series of events, leading up to a trem endous cli­ 
max on October 21, the fiftieth birthday of the incandescent lamp. 
Octo­ 
ber 21 will be “The N ight of L ights” , and will he the occasion ot a celtbra- 
tion and tribute to Thom as Edison

WILL THEY LAY IN

The famous painter, Whistler, was 
once asked how he mixed his paints 
to get such unusual 
effects. 
With 
more truth than good manners, 
he 
retorted curtly. 
“ With 
brains, 
sir, 
with brains!” 
The same ingredient 
might very profitably be incorporat­ 
ed into the poultry feed of those who 
are frequently heard to complain bit­ 
terly because their hens “lie down on 
the job” instead of laying eggs in the 
nest w hen winter comes. 
Good luck 
has a habit of abiding with the man 
who studies the requirements of 
his 
dock, doing nothing without know­ 
ing definitely why he dot's 
so 
and 
what results to expect. 
First of all 
he will learn the nature of different 
feeds and what they 
contribute 
to 
egg production or the upkeep of 
the 
fowl’s own body. 
The flock should 
be approximately one-half well 
de­ 
veloped early hatched pullets, and the 
balance hens that have been closely 
culled and late molters. 
A balanced ration is desirable 
at 
all times, but never 
more 
so 
than 
during the winter months. 
Then, n a ­ 
tural forage foods, bugs, worms and 
green foods are no longer available, 
except in warm climates, so the lack 
must be made up in the mashes and 
scratch grains. 
The natural warmtn 
of the sun is also seriously diminish­ 
ed and must be supplied by 
extra 
ieeding> of heat producing 
grains, 
especially corn. Mark this point well, 
that N ature must supply the neces­ 
sary body warmth from within. 
Green foods are very necessary be- 
cause they supply those indispensable 
Vitamins A and I). 
Part of the hen’s 
Vitamin A requirements may be sup­ 
plied by feeding yellow corn in the 
scratch grains, but not enough. The 
necessary additional supply may be 
provided by means of sprouter! oats, 
.green food, or yellow carrots, it they 
are available, or from cod liver oil. 1 
prefer the green stuff, however, as 
the hens find it much more appetir. 
ing than any substitutes I have ever 
tried. 
Vitamin 1» is the mysterious agen- 
ey which enables a hen to manufae 
lure egg shell from the oyster shell 
provided for that purpose. 
This 
es 
Nential \iatm in is stored in the bod­ 
ies of hens when exposed to direct 
sunlight. 
They should be allowed to 
run <«ut. 
therefore, 
whenever 
the 
weather will permit. 
Vitamin 1) is 
also found in green vegetable m atter 
that has been exposed to direct "'tin- 
light, and in cod liver oil. 
Since the 
form er is not always obtainable 
in 
sufficient quantities, it may be advis­ 
able to include from one-half to one 
per cent cod liver oil in the wintei 
ration. 


During the summer, the grain 
r a ­ 
tion may lie reduced. 
As winter com­ 
es on, however, the proportion 
of 
gram shouid he gradually increased. 
Grains are the fat and heat produc­ 
ing foods, so it is natural that they 
should predominate during the win­ 
ter. 
The mash which contains 
the 
protein elements such as meat scraps 
for making egg yolks should 
remain 
constant throughout the year. 
A good winter ration is, as follows, 
or

If green 
food is not available, mix 40 pounds 
>f a good grade of alfalfa leaf meal 
with the above mash. 
If you want a home mixed mash 
be careful and buy ingredients 
of 
the very best quality only, and 
see 
that they are thoroughly mixed. 
If 
you cannot do this, you had better 
buy a good commercial mash and use 
he grains grown on the farm, or buy 
commercial scratch grain. 
Commer­ 
cial ready mixed feeds are made by 
expert millmen and although 
they 
may cost more, they usually pay. 
Milk, either ■ weet or sour, or fresh 
buttermilk is one of the be*t poultry 
foods. 
It will greatly aid winter egg 
production. 
I* should l>e put out 
in 
clean earthenware vessels set 
upon 
platforms, am! protected so the fowls 
cannot get i n t o ¡t with their feet. Let 
them drink ali of it they will if 
you 
have it.

N 1926 the states received $90,082,* 
000 from a tax on inheritance, or 
about one-fourteenth of the total re­ 
ceipts from taxes. 
Since Pennsylvania adopted an In­ 
heritance tax in 1896, the states have 
placed some reliance for revenue up­ 
on the transfer of property nt death. 
At present there are but three states, 
Florida, Alabama and Nevada, which 
d<> not make some use of Inheritance 
taxes. 
There It no uniformity In the use of 
the Inheritance tax among the differ­ 
ent states. 
In general, however, the 
rates increase as the benefaction In­ 
creases and as relationship becomes 
more remote.

THE EVOLUTION OK LIGHT 


The progress of artificial lijrhtinyf from tho first incandescent lamp to 
the supreme decree of efficiency and usefulness attained by electric light­ 
ing today, will be celebrated throughout the civilized world in October of 
this year by Light’s Golden Jubilee, marking the fiftieth anniversary 
of 
Thomas A. Edison’s invention of the first practical incandescent lam]). 
We have become so used to improved artificial lighting, and its appli­ 
cation to so many phases of our complicated life, such as decorative litfht- 
intf for the home and commercial use, motion pictures, t rallie signals, and so 
forth, that we may well pause to consider this phenomenon in its historical 
aspect. 
The need for artificial lighting has always been present 
on 
the 
earth and was first met simply by 
the torch. 
Prometheus, the mythical 
bringer of light and fire to mankind, has been regarded as man’s first bene­ 
factor. 
As early as 2000 H. C., the stone lamp had appeared, 
then came 
the metal lamp, the oil lamp, the candle, and from the beginning of the 
nineteenth century, the improvements came thick 
and fast; camphene, 
kerosene, gas, and the gas mantle. 
liut in 1879. Edison, working in Menlo 
Park, completed his invention of the first practical incandescent lamp, and 
from that time dates artificial lighting as we understand the word today. 
At what a tiny cost we can today get supremely good light, in compar­ 
ison with the cost of light of the same brightness by methods formerly em­ 
ployed. 
Let us suppose that we lighted one room by 
a 
100-watt 
Mazda 
lamp for 1100 hours, which is about the average burning per lamp per year. 
The cost would be $2.20. Now let us take another room of the same bright­ 
ness, using the original incandescent lamp. 
The cost would be $20.02. 
It 
we went still further back in our lighting methods, and used candles, 
re­ 
placing them constantly as they got burned down, and keeping a room of 
the same size to ^he same brightness for the same length of time, the cost 
would be $-450. These figures tell, in a nutshell, the story of the greatness 
of Edison’s gift to the world of light, and the fifty years of development 
which are incorporated in the electric lamp of today. 
The extent to which artificial lighting is used has grown enormously, 
with the development of our ever more complicated and highly organized 
industrial and social life. 
At first home and street lighting were the mam 
uses; today we have lighting for the home, for decorative purposes, 
for 
signs and advertising, for railway and street signals, for automobiles, for 
aircraft, for the motion picture industy, for artificial daylight in merchan­ 
dising, for northern skylights for artists, for floodlghting. 
To focus the attention of the entire world on lighting, and on the spec­ 
ific contribution of Thomas A. Eison and his incandescent bulb to our man­ 
ifold civilizaton today, Light’s Golden Jubilee has been planned. 
It will 
be fittingly celebrated by a series of events, leading up to a tremendous cli­ 
max on October 21, the fiftieth birthday of the incandescent lamp.

ber 21 will be “The Night of Lights’’, and will he the occasion of a celebra­ 
tion and tribute to Thomas Edison

ed into the poultry feed of those who 
are frequently heard to complain bit­ 
terly because their hens “lie down on 
the job” instead of laying eggs in the 
nest when winter comes. 
Good luck 
has a habit of abiding with the man 
who studies the requirements of 
his 
Hock, doing nothing without know­ 
ing definitely why he does 
so 
and 
what results to expect. 
First of all 
he will learn the nature of different 
feeds and what they 
contribute 
to 
egg production or the upkeep of 
the 
fowl’s own body. 
The flock should 
be approximately one-half well 
de­ 
veloped early hatched pullets, and the 
balance hens that have been closely 
culled and late molters. 
A balanced ration is desirable 
at 
all times, but never 
more 
so 
than 
«luring the winter months. 
Then, n a­ 
tural forage foods, bugs, worms and 
green foods are no longer available 
except in warm climates, so the lack 
must be made up in the mashes and 
scratch grains. 
The natural warmtn 
«»f the sun is also seriously diminish­ 
ed and must oe supplied by 
extra 
ieeding.> of heat producing 
grains, 
«•specially corn. Mark this point well, 
That Nature must supply the neces­ 
sary body warmth from within. 
Green foods are very necessary be- 
eausc they supply those indispensable 
Vitamins A anil 1». 
Part of the hen’s 
Vitamin A requirements may be sup­ 
plied by feeding yellow corn in the 
scratch grains, but not enough. The 
necessary additional supply may be 
provided by means of sprouted oats, 
green food, or yellow carrots, if they 
are available, «»r from cod liver oil. 1 
prefer the green stuff, however, as 
the h«ns find it much more appetiz 
ing than any substitutes I have ever 
tried. 
Vitamin I> i*- the mysterious agen 
vy which enables a hen to manufac­ 
ture egg shell from the oyster shell 
provided for that purpose.

sential \iatm in is stored in the bod­ 
ies of hens when exposed to direct 
sunlight. 
They should be allowed to 
run «»ut. 
therefore, 
whenever 
the 
weather will permit. 
Vitamin I) is 
also found in green vegetable m atter 
that has been exposed to direct sun­ 
light, and in cod liver oil. 
Since the 
former is not always obtainable 
in 
sufficient quantities, it may be advis­ 
able to include from one-half to one 
per cent cod liver oil in the wintei 
ration.

Grains are the fat and heat produc­ 
ing foods, so it is natural tha: they 
should predominate during the win­ 
ter. 
The mash which contains 
thi 
protein elements .*-u«'h as meat scraps 
for making egg yolks should 
remain 
constant throughout the year. 
A good winter ration is as follows, 
or 
buy

commercial 
scratch and mash feeds:

100 lbs 
Oats, wheat, katfir or milo.

1 he above ration should be supple­ 
mented by plenty of green food 
such 
as sprouted oats, green pasture, 
cab­ 
bage, mangel wur/.el, 
grit, 
oyster 
shell, and clean fresh water. If green 
food is not available, mix 40 pounds 
»f a good grade <»f alfalfa leaf meal 
with the above mash. 
If you want a home mixed mash 
be careful and buy ingredients 
of 
the very best quality only, and 
see 
that they are thoroughly mixed. 
If 
you cannot do this, you had better 
buy a good commercial mash and use 
the grains grown on the farm, or buy 
commercial scratch grain. 
Commer­ 
cial ready mixed feeds are made by 
expert inillmen and although 
they 
may cost more, they usually pay. 
Milk, eith«'r 
weet or sour, or fro»h 
buttermilk is one of the best poultry 
fo««ds. 
It will greatly aid winter egg 
production. 
It should be put out 
in 
clean earthenware vessels set 
upon 
platforms, and protected so the fowls 
cannot g e t into it with their feet. 1-et 
them drink all of it they will if 
you 
have it. 
If you feed plenty of milk 
you may have to reduce the amount 
of protein in the mash, 
as 
howel 
trouble is likely to occur. 
W ater is. of course, as necessary 
in winter a> at any oth«»r time. 
It 
must never be forgotten that eggs are 
f>5 per cent water and 
that 
unless 
hens have a plentiful supply of good, 
clean water at all times, they cannot 
t»c good 
layers. 
Fxtra 
precautions 
should 
be 
taken 
during 
freezing 
w tather to keep the drinking foun 
tains free from ice. 
Either give 
the 
fowls warm water at frequent inter­ 
vals. or arrange to heat the water in 
some way. 
Plenty of exercise is especially ne­ 
cessary for winter egg production. If 
hens cannot roam the range as they 
do in summer, 
their 
scratch 
food 
should be given in a way 
that 
will 
make them exercise to get it. 
Feed 
grains rather lightly in th«* morning 
o the fowls will be quite hungry in 
the • evening. 
Then 
scatter 
their 
grain in good clean deep litter and 
they will have to exercise to get 
it. 
This method o f feeding will also com­ 
pel the hens to eat more mash which 
they do not like nearly so well a? the 
grain. 
In this way they are not only 
induce«! to take sufficient exercise, 
but ore also persuaded to partake of 
a more evenly balanced diet. 
Inci­ 
d e n ta l^ . hens should never he per­ 
mitted 
to 
g«> to roost hungry. 
See 
that their c u p s are always well fill­ 
ed at night. 
Proper housing. culling, 
sanitation, protection from parasite* 
aii«l, above all, proper feeding, 
are 
necessary elements in successful win­ 
ter egg production.
